WEPENER 1S NOW RELIEVED 


Five Thousand Boers Flee Before the 
Advance of Colonel Dalgety, 


BRITISH SLOW TO FOLLOW VICTORY 


Several Results Have Been Attain- 
ed by the Relief of Wepener. 
The Enveloping Opera- 
tions Cannot Now 
Be Successful. 


London, April 25.—The war office has is- 


sued the following from Lord Roberts 


dated Bloemfontein, April 25th, 3:25 p. m. 
" “The enemy retired from in front of 
Wepener last night and this morning fled 


northeastward along the Ladybrand road. 


Their number was between 4,000 and 


5,000."" 

London, April 26.—5 a. m.—It is now ap- 
parent that the chances of Lord Roberts 
catching the retreating Boers in a net 
are very slender. The Boers have every- 
where retired at the first pressure of the 
British advance and the hope that Gen- 
eral Rundle would be able to induce them 
to remain at Dewet’s dorp until they had 
been forced to fight or to surrender has 
been disappointing. 

No attempt was made to pursue the 
commandoes'” retiring from Wepener. 
Everything now depends upon the prog- 
ress of General French's cavalry brigades, 
but they are entering a very difficult,

Genera] Bell's two regiments are hard 
worked in clearing the country. They

Popular Department Has Secretly Or- 


ganized Drum Corps 


TO BE IN THE PARADE TODAY 


Eighteen Men in Corps Have Been 
Practicing Constantly. 


THE BEST DRUM CORPS IN THE SOUTH 


Even the Officials in Charge of the 
Parade Have Not Known of the 
Corps’ Existence. 


NE of the most interesting features 
() of the big memorial day parade 

this afteroon will be the initial ep- 

pearance of the Atlanta fire depart- 
ment drum corps, which is declared by 
those in position to know, to be the fin- 
est organization of the kind south of Bal- 
timore, The Atlanta fire department 
drum corps is the first ever organized in 
Atlanta ane kas been under direction of 
G. B. Parker, drummer of the Fifth reg- 
iment band, who hes given the 
his attenion for the past seven months. 

Chief Jcyner has made every effort to 
keep the fact that the drum corps has 
been organized a secret and this 6 the 
first anno.ncement of its existence, Those 
in charge of the parade have not been 
notified that the drum corps will be in 
line an] its appearance ‘will be something 
in the nature of a surprise, 

The drum corps is composed of eighteen 
members of the fire department who 
have worked long and earnestly to attain 
the state of perfection which now marks 
their efforts. The permanent members of 
the cords were selected from a large 
number of men, all of whom displayed 
unusual skill in handling the drum sticks. 
They have been drilled three times each 
week and so successful have they been 
that each member is now pronounced 
by Mr. Parker to be a finished drummer. 

Chief Jovrer conceived the idea of or- 
ganizing a fwe department drum corps 
last yea’ when the North Carolina drum 
corps visited Atlanta and made such a 
big hit. He at once began making ar- 
rangements for his drum corps and the 
services of Mr. Parker were secured. The 
firemen first began by beating nail kegs, 
and for several months they persistently 


and relentlessly pounded the heads cf 
nail kegs until finally’ Mr. Parker an- 


nounced that drums could be substituted. 
J. F. Dickinson, treasurer of the South- 
ern Belting Company, who had watched 
the progress of the drum corps and who 
felt under obligiations to the fire depart- 
ment for work done at a fire where his 
property was at risk, presented Chief Joy- 
ner with the drums and equipment and 
then the firemen began to use drums, 
Since then the members of the corps 
have gone to the exposition park about 
every afterncon and practiced tn the 
government building. The drums were 
sent to the park in a large wagon and no 
one Knew of the organization of the 
musical branch of the fire department. 
Several even'ngs during the week Mr. 
Parker visited fire department headquar- 
ters and carrying the members of the 
drum corps into the pasement drilled 
them in the different movements. He was 
Burprised and pleased at the progress 
made and declares that all his most san- 
guine expectations have been surpassed. 
Chick Logamarsino is leader of the drum 


corp, while Jonn Peel is drum major. 


In addition to the drum corps the fire 
department will have sixty men in the 
parade today. They will appear in their 
new summer uniforms for the tirst time. 

A few evenings ago the members of the 
drum corps presented to Mr. Parker a 
beautiful watch charm in token of their 
appreciation of his efforts and as a mark 
of their personal esteem.

POLIGE ARREST AN 
ALLEGED PROPHET 


Charged Negroes Fifty Cents To Make 
Them Spirits. 


CLAIMS A DIVINE POWER 


Says He Is the ‘“‘Holy Prophet of the 
Root of Jesse.” 


THREATENS TO HOODOO THE RECORDER 


Many Negroes Have Given Him 
Fifty Cents—The Fellow Is a 
Strange Sort of Crank, 


There was taken in custody last night 
by the police a negr@ who claims to be: 
“The Holy Prophet of the Root of 
Jesse.”’ 

Boasting of divine power to heal all 
manner of diseases, and claiming to be 
possessed o7 a power to transform men 
and women into spirits he has not failed 
to find plenty of negroes foolish enough 
to believe in him to the amount of 50 
cents each, | 

That ‘zs what has caused the arrest of 
the Holy Prophet of the Root of Jesse, 
for the police say he will be prosecuted 
on the charge of cheating and swindling. 

What the negro’s name Is and where 
he came from is not known. He says 
he was born in England, but his agcent 
would indicate that he came from Mexico 
or Brazil. His dialect and his manners 
show very conclusively that he is not a 
native of this country. 

He arrived in Atlanta about three or 
four months ago and went about from 
house to house among the negroes stating 
that he was a spirit of God. He even 
went so far as to say that he was on the 
cross with Christ and rose with Him from 
the dead. 

The negro has not the appearance of a 
person crazed from religious excitement. 

Patrolmen Key and Moss, who made 
the arrest, say he has received money 
from a great many negroes in the third 
ward, a fee of 50 cents being paid in order 
to get the prophet’s spiritual manifesta- 
tions. 

“We have found over a hundred ne- 
groes,’’ state the officers, ‘‘who have paid 
this crank money to have him make them 
spirits who would hereafter be unable 
to commit sin.” 

At the police barracks, the Holy 
Root of Jesse delivered an oration and 
set up all sorts of wild claims about his 
divinity. He seized hold of the hands 
of those standing near him and cried 
out: 

‘“‘I will make you feel the spirit move 
you.”’ 

Many of the negroes who were induced 
to part with 509 cents have lost faith in 
the prophet and will testify against him. 

Officers Key and Moss will arraign the 
prophet before the recorder and wi!l prob- 
ably ask that he be bound over to the 
state courts on thé charge of cheating 
and swindling. 

The holy prophet says he will give some 
demonstrations in the court which will 
render the judge powerless to imprison 
him. The outcome’ef this boast will be 
watched with some interest.

Detective Ansley, formerly of Chicago, 
is alleged to have swindled the Looncy- 
Barrett detective agency out of between 
$700 and $800, and it is charged that De- 
tective Ansley operated under contracts 
which were forgeries. 

Mrs. Ansley, who has been stopping at 
the Hotel Grant, on Whitehall street, with 
her husband, is also said to be impil- 
cated in the alleged swindle, and a war- 
rant was sworn out for her as well as 
for Ansley.

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O'NEILL RETIRES 
FROM THE RACE 


Withdraws from Contest for Crim- 
inal Court Solicitor, 


FOUR CANDIDATES ARE LEFT 


Mr, O'Neill Says He Deshes To De- 
vote His Time to Law. 


HE DISCUSSES THE FEE SYSTEM 


Says Solicitors Cannot Be Perfectly 
Impartial and Fair When Paid 
Fees—Culberson, Black, 
Stephens and Black- 
burn Remain. 


James F. O'Neil) has withdrawn from 
the race for solicitor of the criminal court 
of Atlanta. 

This leaves four candidates in the race 
for the positicn: Eugene R. Black, who 
is the incumbent; Hubert Culberson, R. 


. B. Blackburn and Alex W. Stephens. 


Mr. Q'Neill decided to retire from the 
contest vesterday ana his reason for the 
withdrawal is that he feels it to be a 
duty to himself to devote his entire time 
in the future to the practice of law. and 
to do this will necessitate his keeping out 
of politics. 

When asked about his withdrawal Mr. 
O'Neill took occasion to say something 
about the fee system which is of consid- 
erable interest. 

He was appointed solicitor of the crimi- 
nal court of Atlanta by Governor Atkin- 
son in 1896, and filled the position for four 
years. He was an earnest and efficient 
officer. He had a large and strong fol- 
lowing in the present race and his friends 
regarded his success as a certainty. He 
has resumed the practice of law with 
offices in Temple Court. 

The withdrawal of Mr. O'Neill wiil 
change the aspect of the solicitor’s race 
and each of the four remaining candli- 
dates will do his best to draw from the 
the vote which Mr. O'Neill would have 
received. 

Announces His Withdrawal. 

When seen by a reporter of The Consti- 
tution yesterday Mr. O'Neill said: 

“Yes, it is true that I have decided to 
withdraw from the race for solicitor of 
the criminal court of Atlanta. I have 
made up my mind for some time that it 
would be better for me to devote my time 
to the practice of law, rather than to 
go into a scramble for a political office, 
which scramble would necessarily occur 
every four years. I have always been 
very much attached to the legal profes- 
sion. but somehow I drifted into politics 
in the past, which, as every one knows, 
who has had anv experience in such mat- 
ters. demands an undivided attention. I 
shall, therefore, hereafter pay sole at- 
tention to my practice. I feel that mv 
success in the present race would simply 
amount to a renunciation of any career 
that might be possible to me in the line 
of work I love. 

Discusses the Fee System. 

“T wish to state in addition that one of 
the motives which has induced me to re- 
tire from the race,’’ continued Mr. O'Neill, 
‘is the fact that a fais «expression of the 
voters of Fulton county on the subject 
of placing the solicitor of the criminal 
court of Atlanta on a salary has been 
refused by the @&xecutive committee. I 
have, of course, no remarks to make upon 
the motives which influenced the commit- 
tee in refusing to allow a proper expres- 
sion of the desires of the people upon 
this question. It is to be presumed that 
they acted according to their lights with 
perfect impartiality and fairness. I can- 
not refrain, however, from reiterating 
what T stated in my original announge- 
ment for this office: That no prosecuting 
officer can be perfectly efficient and per- 
fectly fair in the discharge of his duties 
when his remuneration depends upon the 
conviction of a criminal. Under the pres- 
ent system no holder of this office can 
make anything unless the defendant suf- 
fers. While this may secure, sometimes, 
an extraordinary activity in the prosecut- 
ing officer. it can hardly be said to be 
the best wavy of obtaining the fairest Jus- 
tice for the accused. Nor can it be es- 
teemed to be the best provision for a fair 
discharge of duty on the part of the pros- 
ecuting officer himself. I am satisfied 
that if this question were submitted to 
the voters of Fulton county, as it has 
already been submitted to the grand jury 
and the county commissioners, there 
would be an overwhelming decision in fa- 
vor of the salary system for all prosecut- 
ing officers. As a matter of fact, the sys- 
tem of fees so far as-it relat¢s to solicitor 
General is absolutely indefgnsible. It is 
an injustice to the accused and the cause 
of unjust accusations againBt even a fair 
80licitor. \ 


Did Not Fear the Result. 


“In retiring from the race,”’ concluded 
Mr. O'Neill. “I wish to state that I do 
80 from no fear of the possible result. 
I have the strongest assurances of sup- 
Port even from those womh I have been 
Under the necessity of prosecuting. I have 
received letters from the jurors who have 
Served in the court where I have exercised 
the duties of the office for four yars pledg- 
ing me, in complimentary terms, their 
Undivided allegiance. I retire from the 
Contest simply because I believe that un- 
der the circumstances a further continu- 
ance in the office, even if I was success- 
ful, would not conduce to my future in- 
terests. J, therefore, thank all of my 
friends who have offered their assistance 
to me and ask that they shall assist me 
in resuming the practice of law, to which 
I shall hereafter devote my undivided at- 
tention.”

Along with their repentance and their 
tears come solemn promises to be good lit- 
tle boys when they get out. 

The three boys are: 

Horace O'Neal, aged eleven. 

John Fallon, aged thirteen. 

Arthur Elliott, aged nine. 

Under the orders of the recorder, the 
turnkey does not permit any one to sce 
or talk to the boys. They are placed in 
cells by themselves and in portions of 
the prison so remote that they cannot 
speak to one another. 

All day long they remain in the narrow 
cells alone end with nothing to do but 
to wait for night to end the weary day. 

They can be heard walling until they 
fall asl2ep.

Only one of the three rebelled. Arthur 
Elliott became desperate yesterday morn- 
ing when he found that his weeping and 
cries had no effect, and he began to shake 
the iron beds until the neise was deafen- 
ing. He was removed to the cel] where 
lunatics are kept and in which there are 
no beds or benches. This quieted him 
down and he was placed in the cell he at 
first occupied. 

Horace O’Neal has been in the prison 
twenty-four days. He was sentenced to 
eolitary confinement for a month. The 
lad had been before the recorder three 
or four times on charges cof burglaries and 
lectures seemed to have but little effect. 
Something had to be done in the way of 
punishment, and, not wishing to send him 
to the chaingang, Recarder Broyles sen- 
tenced the boy to a month’s imprisonment 
at the police barracks. 

Horace was taken before the judge of 
the superior court on a writ of habeas 
corpus, but the judge refused to release 
him. He has five days more to spend in

his cell. Hg has wept every day sin¢e his 
imprisonment and ne vows never to be a 
bad boy again as long as he lives. 

John Fallon is the son of a widow who 
works in a cotton mill. He can neither 
read nor write, but is a fine icoking. 
bright lad. He has loafed about the 
streets for several months, begging and 
fighting. He struck another boy with a 
stone and was taken before the recorder. 
John says he will hereafter be a good 
boy and werts somebody to give him 
work and a chance to get an education. 

Arthur Elliott, the youngest of the trio 
of juvenile reformers, had a fight on the 
streets. He is said to be a street loafer, 
although he has a father and mother who 
are ready and willing to give him a home. 

He is giving the officers at the barracks 
much trouble. 

The recorder says he nopes. that close 
confinement in the city prison will have 
a good effect on these wayward lads and 
he will trv the experiment until the juve- 
nile reformatory is established in At- 
lanta. 


BLOODWORTH WILL 
NOT BE CANDIDATE 


Declines Re-election to the Board of 
Education. 


E. P. BURNS MAY SUCCEED HIM 


The Latter Is Said To Be the Only 
Candidate Yet Announced. 


WHY JUDGE BLOODWORTH WILL RETIRE 


He Must Neglect Either School Af- 
fairs or Private Business and 
Will Not Do Either. 


Judge J. G. Bloodworth wil] not be a 
candidate to succeed himself on the board 
of education. He made this decision sev- 
eral days ago and at once communicated 
with the representatives in council from 
his ward, telling them of his determina- 
tion. Since then he has several times de- 
clared that he would not allow the use 
of his name and has suggested E. P. 
Burns as his successor, 

Mr. Burns is said to have the unanimous 
support of the councilmen from his ward 
and his election appears to be assured. 

The announcement that Judge Blood- 
worth will not offer for re-election will be 
received with surprise even by the mem- 
bers of the board of education, as he has 
told few of his intentions. It will also be 
a surprise to the teachers of the public 
schools. 

Judge Bloodworth has been a member 
of the board of education for three years, 
having been elected to represent the 
third ward on that body. He has been a 
prominent factor in the affairs of the 
schools since then and has made an ex- 
cellent member. He has held several hon- 
orary positions as a member of the boara 
and is at present chairman of the finance 
committee, one of thé most important 
positions. His latest work and probably 
his last as a member of the board has 
been in connection with the Bell street 
school. 

He made practically all the arrange- 
ments for that building, called his com- 
mittee together frequently for consulta- 
tion, and only a few days ago let the 
contract for the erection of the building, 
which will cost about $10,000. He has 
been a valuable member of the board 
and the fact that he is now determined 
not to offer for re-election will doubt- 
less occasion regret among his fellow 
members. 

In announcing vesterday that he would 
not be a candidate to succeed himself, 
Judge Bloodworth said: 

“Tt , ave found since becoming a mem- 
ber ot the board that the affairs of the 
schools require too much of my time. I 
have other matters which require more 
attention than I have been giving them 
in the past, and I feel that I can neglect 
them no longer. 

“To hold a position of public trust such 
as a member of the board of education, 
one sholld be in a position to give time 
and attention to public affairs. This I 
find I am unable to do and because of 
this I have determined, rather than neg- 
lect the affairs of the city, to decline re- 
election. 

“My relations with the other members 
of the school board have been very cor- 
dial and it has been a genuine pleasure 
for me to sit with them. I greatly regret 
that circumstances are such as to force 
me to retire from the board, but I cannot 
do otherwise.”’ 

The election for the successor of Judge 
Bloodworth will occur at the next meet- 
ing of council, which will be held one 
week from next Monday.
